This interview from 1993 (recorded in Munich) was conducted with Hermann 
Goring's daughter, Edda. 


Thank you for allowing me to speak to you, | would like to ask you a few questions about your father Hermann 
Goering. Do you remember much about your father? 


Edda: Unfortunately, my memories are from the time after the war, because | 
was still very young, born in 1938, and almost seven years old when it ended. 
My father was a popular commander who continues to inspire his men to this 
day. | had many former comrades who spoke to me after the war and asked 
me not to believe anything the Allies said about my father. He always acted 
correctly and had a deep respect for others. 


| remember that he loved me and my mother very much, always showered us 
with gifts and took us on shopping trips around town, but | don't remember 

that very well. He always wanted the best for us and had very healthy meals 
cooked for us. | always dressed up for important guests in our house and 

when they brought other children with them we played outside in my playhouse, 
which had rooms and a stage to dress up and pretend to play opera or dance. 


He was always cheerful and friendly. | remember he helped everyone, needed 
help, alwa donated to charities and war Widows. It touched him 
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deeply when he heard about the death of a comrade or a soldier who had 
fallen at the front. He was always cheerful and in a good mood, even 
when it was difficult for him. 


My father was so worried about us later in the war that he took us to 
Berchtesgaden to protect us from the bombing raids. | enjoyed playing in 
the mountain air but missed our home Carinhall. | remember seeing my 
father for the first time in Allied custody and he was very confident that he 
would be released and all charges dropped as he said he had obeyed all 
the laws of war and had done nothing to harm his reputation and his 
would have harmed honour.

Her father was accused of stealing and looting art treasures from across Europe and robbing objects from 
Jews. Can you talk about it and state your beliefs? 


Edda: Considering who | am speaking to, | will tell you the truth 
about the lies and slander behind them. My father was European; 
he loved the culture of our people, regardless of nationality. He 
saw talent in every nation and had a deep respect for the art 

and culture of all nations. Because of his size and reputation, 

he received many gifts from very important people. 


The claim that my father "looted" artworks is obscene and a lie 
from his enemies. The

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Allegation that Germany stole treasures is 
also wrong. | remember my father speaking 
to some people in 1943 and telling them that 
because of the ruthless Allied bombing raids, 
Europe's treasures should be saved by 


moving them to safe places. 


The Allies indiscriminately bombed churches, 
schools, hospitals and everything else in the 
cities, making it necessary to move paintings 
and sculptures to castles, caves and smaller 
towns that were safe. My father was never 
sent any work that he had not legally acquired 
or received as a gift. The Allies are only trying 
to cover their tracks by accusing my father of 
looting, even though they were masters at 
plundering Europe's treasures.

Today we read in the newspapers reports of lost works that turn up in the possession of 
Allied soldiers. In 1945 Europe lay bare and these bugs rushed in and took what they 
could carry. | know that the Fuhrer even ordered the works to be saved from destruction 


Learn SS Brigadefuhrer Karl Brandt know a doctor 
and surgeon who worked directly with Adolf Hitler. He 
was convicted of fabricated charges in a monkey court 
and sentenced to death. The trial was officially 
titled "The United States of America vs. Karl Brandt". 
What a mockery of justice. In 1940 there were 
132,164,569 Americans. The big, bad USA, 
representing 132 million Americans, most of whom have 
been brainwashed. Against a single man: Kar! Brandt. 
A smaller man might be intimidated. But as 
you can see here, like so many other great men 
murdered by the Allied monkey courts, Brandt faced 
death bravely and with a clear conscience. Allied 
justice was pure and simple Jewish revenge. Brandt was 
tried in December 1946 along with many other doctors 
and medical professionals in the so-called "Doctors' 
Trial". Two of the moronic charges for which he was 
murdered were: "Crimes against humanity and 
membership of a criminal organization, the SS... 
Incredible stuff. He was murdered by hanging on June 
2, 1948 in Landsberg Prison. 
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and so they were taken away and placed in a safe camp 
so that they would not be destroyed. 


The Allies looted the factories my family owned and then 
the German government stepped in to steal them. Works 
that had been given to me and taken back with the false 
claim that they were only given under pressure from my 
father. What ridiculous antics. Now Jews are getting 
involved, claiming that works they sold legally and fora 
profit were stolen. You will then get them back free of 
charge. Claiming that the Nazi government stole 
everything has turned into quite a lucrative business. 


So you think all the stories about your father stealing or 
forcing people to give up artwork are made up? 


Edda: You have to understand the undercurrent in post- 
war Europe: the Allies dominated everything. They 
murdered many people who were Nazis, jailed millions 
for their political beliefs, and instilled fear in most people. 
When they asked questions, people suddenly didn't want 
to admit they were in the party or liked Hitler. They were 
afraid and agreed when the Allies proposed forcibly 
selling and fraudulently acquiring works of art. They were 
rewarded with good treatment and compensation for their 
lies. 


I've heard enough of my father's friends telling me he's 
never done any of those things, that I'm sure he'll be 
made a scapegoat, that the Allies are the real thieves, 
and then they point the finger on my father. Similar to the 
lie of the planned 
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Murder of the Jews by the Germans, the art thefts are the same, just misunderstood and exaggerated. 


Do you remember anything about Hitler? 


Edda: Very little, he was my godfather and | saw the many photos where 
he held me in his arms. | just remember how caring he was and always 
made sure | got a snack or dessert when | visited him. | don't believe any 
of the stories the Allies tell about him. He was a good man, a true leader of 
our people and loved by untold millions. It's sad that war has to define it. 


What did your mother think of him? 


Edda: She always said that he was a great man and that she was lucky to 
live to see him. She said there had not been a head like the Fuhrer since 
the time of Christ. She remembered how kind and warm he was, how he 
cared about all people and just wanted Europe to live in peace. 


You may be interested to know that there were Jews who supported him 
and that he felt no animosity towards them, only towards the rich usurpers Heinrich Hoffmann postcard 


who wanted to destroy us Adolf Hitler, Emmy Goering with their daughter Edda 
, Goering (1938) 


She said that it was only after the war that the Allies made it appear that he wanted to kill all the Jews. | 
know that's not true because | even saw them in Berlin in 1944. My mother was a very intelligent woman; 
she would never have gotten involved with bad people. This is just one of the many reasons why | know that 
the allegations and accusations against NS and my father are not true. 


Did you see him in Nuremberg? 


Edda: Yes, my mother and | and pretty much all the family members of the men who were on trial were also 
arrested. |, a small child, was guarded by Allied soldiers and was not allowed to come and go. My father 
even had a brother who supported the monarchy and therefore rejected the NS as too revolutionary and was 
imprisoned. The German media portrayed him as an "anti-Nazi" hero, but he 
wasn't. Like my father, he had many Jewish friends, he helped them when 
they got into trouble and | felt he was often taken advantage of because he 
was too good-natured and could appear gullible. His help was just his nature, 
not a political statement. 


My mother told me my father understood that the trial was a lie agreed upon 
by the victors and that he was a scapegoat. He tried to point it out, but couldn't. 
He told me to stay strong and always remember him because he loved my 
mother and me with all his heart. | can tell you today that he had some 
Americans who knew he was innocent and didn't want to see him hanged, so 
they gave him poison. This was confessed to me, not all allies were bad, some 
saw the truth of what had happened and felt ashamed. 
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What was life like for you after the war? 


Edda: It was a grim survival. The Allies continued to hold my [ zi 
mother and | and when we were released | was sent to a girls’ rs 


school to get a good education. | was always close to supporters 
and Nazi thinkers. The Allies tried to infiltrate many communists 


and Jews, almost as if they wanted to further punish us by holding >, 
these people accountable. | managed to stay away from them, at 


finish school and get my degree. 
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Many of my father's friends came to offer me help and services. | 
was advised not to speak to the press as my words would be 
twisted and | could get into trouble if | said something nice about 
my father or the Fuhrer. So I've been mostly silent, but it's nice to 
tell someone what | know. 


Some in the family fully believed what the enemies of Germany ;

It is too difficult to tell the truth and so the lies of the victorious Allies, especially the Americans, 
are spread in the newspapers and on television every day. Anyone in Germany today who tries 
to tell the truth can lose their pension, face jail time and fines, and lose their property. Just 
another reason | know Hitler was a good leader. The world has to force people to believe in 
something, or there's a price to pay. So much for freedom of thought and belief. 


You don't think the Nazi government did anything bad? 


Edda: | think the Allies were the aggressor and started the war, committed many war crimes and 
then blamed everything on Germany. Dresden is a good example: They bombed a city that was 
a refugee center, probably killing large numbers of people, which was covered up, and then 
blamed Hitler. As if they had to do that to show they were right and we were wrong. 


My father hated using the Luftwaffe to make war, he hated bombing England, but | know England 
bombed Germany first and hit our cities first. Not all governments may be perfect, but under 
Hitler Germany came close. The stories I've been told make me wish | could have known more 
about life as it was. There may have been petty crimes on the battlefield, but Germany had no 
intention of stooping to the level of the Allies. 


Most Germans who lived during the Third Reich 
would give anything to go back to that time without 
the war. | have never heard anything bad from those 
who have experienced it. 

Aside from the communists - who were put in camps 
when they agitated against the state - they are now 
the main driving force behind the leader's critics, all 
in positions of great power and very wealthy. More 
and more like rats have come forward to claim they 
were victims so they could collect money and I'm 


sure they weren't victi ms of anything . Adolf Hitler, Hermann Goering and Field Marshal Keitel look at a map on the

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Didn't Hitler turn against him at the end of the war? 


Edda: My father was next in line to the Fuhrer and in April 1945 he honestly believed that with Berlin 
devastated and surrounded Hitler was no longer able to lead effectively. His telegram was a simple 
— request asking the Fuhrer to take control, but | think 
those who influenced Hitler misunderstood the 
picture. At least | hope that was her reasoning. 


Borman is said to have told Hitler my father was a 
traitor, but | don't think so. | think it was a 
misunderstanding because it ended up being a 
mess. My father was locked in with us and | 
remember getting very frustrated as he worked to 
get as many people as possible safely to the 
Western Allies while the Russians raped and looted 
the places they were.
